YELLOWSTONE PARK. 

Ita Viaitera, Ita Road Improvamant and 
Ita Wild Qama. 

Almost 2,000 more people visited tbe 
Yellowstone park in 1013 than during 
tbe season of 1012, according to the 
report of tbe superlntendeut, recently 
made to Secretary Lane. The tour¬ 
ist travel bas increased 46 per cent 
since 1000 and was heavier in 1013 
than ever before, with the exception 
of 1000, when tbe Lewis and Clarke 
exposition was held In Portland. The 
! most Important work during tbe year 
was that in connection with tbe im¬ 
provement of tbe existing system of 
roads. 

“The work on the west entrance 
I road,” says tbe superintendent, “gives 
I a partially improved road to tbe belt 
' line Junction, ten miles south of Nor- 
i rls Oeyser basin. Contracts for two 
bridges on tbe west road have been 
leL and bridges will be in place at tbe 
beginning of the next tourist season. 

! With a continuance of present appro¬ 
priation tbe entire west entrance road 
will be widened to twenty-five feet by 
I tbe end of the 1914 working season, 
but the improvement of tbe road will 
. not be finished until several years 
, later. 

I “The winter conditions for wild 
I game were iigaln excellent. With 
; plenty of grass and tbe snow remaln- 
; Ing soft so tbey could paw through 
' It to get food, tbe elk, deer, antelope 
and mountain sheep wintered well 
and with but little loss. During De¬ 
cember, January, February and March 
. 638 elk were captured In tbe park 
j near the nortliern entrance and ship- 
I ped for stocking public parks iind 
I ranges. The cost of capture and 
I loading on board the cars at Uardiuer 
' was $5 per head, which was paid by 
' the states and parks receiving the elk. 
j The loss in capturing and up to tbe 
i time of delivery at their destination 
' was but twenty two animals out of 
j 538 shipped." ,
